7. A method of identifying and rewarding consumers who display products to other 
consumers, the method comprising the steps of: 

storing, in a database, an RFED code of a tag embedded in a product and the 
identification of a first consumer who purchased the product; 

receiving, from a second consumer, a request for product specification 
information, wherein the request includes the RFED code; 

searching the database with the RFID code to identify the first consumer; and 

providing a reward to the first consumer. 

8. The method of claim 7, wherein the i reward comprises a commission for sales made to 
the second consumer. 

9. The method of claim 7, wherein the reward comprises a discount on future purchases. 

10. The method of claim 7, further including the step of: 

transmitting product specification information to the second consumer. 

11. A computer-readable medium having computer-executable instructions for 
performing the steps of: 
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
